| Lnfluence of Lobacco in regard to 
A ffections of the heart and lungs 


By Dr. Prcuouter. 


An Ene from hg Encyclopedic Dictionary of M edical Science, 


The hurtful effects of Tobacco in excess, upon the heart, 
are certainly those which can be least contested. Physiological 
experience testifies energetically in favour of this etiology. 
Under the influence of Tobacco the pulse becomes harder and 
slackens, but soon, on the other hand, the heart-beats are 
hurried, "ane if the dose be ever so little increasea, can scarcely 
be counted. Happily habit soon makes it usual, but the per- 
turbed heart may if so predisposed, or if the intoxication is 
indulged in to extremes, become the seat of painful symptoms 
and perhaps even present, according to the testimony of Peter, 
Anatomical Modifications of its tissue. These Nicotinical nerve 
disturbances of the heart have been more or less observed by all 
Practitioners, but some authors have put them more clearly in 
evidence by somewhat exaggerating them. At the head of these 
must be placed Decaisne (Vice president of the Society against 
the Abuse of Tobacco). Out of 88 Smokers whom he 
auscultated carefully, he found 28 who, independently of all 
organic lesion, presented intermittences of the heart and pulse, 
which were cured by a cessation of the habit whenever it could 
be obtaincd. Later on, before the Society of Public Medicine 
and Professional Hygiene, he once more renewed his affirma- 
tions. jn a lecture which caused some sensation entitled 
“Women who Smoke,” he related a dozen instances in which 
among these new adepts at Tobacco-smoking, he had found the 
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same cardiac symptoms as in their predecessors. Before the 
same Society, still graver accusations were formulated last year 
by Vallin and Le Roy de Méricourt. Moreover, Beau and 
Peter had already asserted the opinion that excessive Smoking 
might bring on attacks of Angina pectoris. Vallin, for a long 
time incredulous, says, that quite recently he has seen several 
cases of this kind, notably one of a young officer, who was so 
saturated by excess of Nicotine, that he could not bear the 
Smoking by his friends in his room, without an attack being 
brought on. As to Le Roy de Méricourt, it is a diagnosis of his 
own sensations, which he reports, in accusing himself of having 
at one time given way to the Abuse of Tobacco. ‘‘ Suddenly 
he was taken with such palpitation of the heart, that the pulse 
could scarcely be felt to beat—the radial only gave to the touch 
a scarcely perceptible sensation of trembling: the body was 
bathed in a cold sweat, and there was a sinking sensation : 
nothing could more resemble the approach of a tranquil death.” 

‘‘In Nicotism, says Huchard, Tobacco may produce, 
although rarely, attacks of true Angina pectoris, by Spasim of the 
Coronary arteries, perhaps also by arterial lesion, or again, 
those of false Angina, either by neuralgia or by the intermediary 
of dyspeptic troubles or ailments.” The common belief is that 
it is on the lungs that Tobacco Smoking especially exercises its 
averages: this is however, far from being the fact, and apart 
from the local irritation which it may produce, and of which we 
have already taken serious notice, itis not on thisorgan that it 
makes its most formidable attacks which are to be feared, and 
there exists Nicotinic false Asthma. Suddenly, after free in- 
dulgence in Tobacco, the subject of it experiences, as it were, 
a great want of air, feels as though threatened with asphyxia 
and that respiration would shortly be stopped. Much alarmed 
he does not trust to reflex action the task of moving the 
‘‘thoracic bellows ”’ and intervening with voluntary movements 
he gives way to deep inspirations of which he is still capable. 
This sort of spasm soon passes off, and there is more of fear 
than of harm actually done. Blathin also has thoroughly 
studied these phenomena, and related among others his case of 
true Asthma which he attributes to the same cause.

Should Men Smoke ? 


From Quips.

Dear Sir, 

‘¢Should Men Smoke?” No; men should not smoke, 
for many reasons. ist: smoking is injurious to health; 2nd: 
is expensive; 3rd: causes loss of property; 4th: wastes time; 
Sth; is a dirty habit; and lastly, is usually unfair to non- 
smokers. We wil now examine these points in detail. 

Ist. Smoking is unhealthy. To the growing boy it is bad, 
as it checks growth, produces bloodlessness, and sets up heart 
disease. To the adult, it acts as a poison. What smoker does 
not vividly recollect his first smoke and the upset it caused ? 
Tobacco acts injuriously on the gums, and causes them to leave 
the teeth, which then drop out. It inflames the throat, and 
causes it to ulcerate. Singers should never smoke. ‘Tobacco 
causes dyspepsia and delays the digestion of food. If the juice 
is swallowed, it makes matters worse, and, if it is expectorated, 
the stomach and system are deprived of the expelled fluid. Its 
effects on the nervous system are most marked; it causes 
palpitation of the heart, nervousness, tremblings, unsteadiness, 
want of energy, indecision, wakefulness, loss of memory, and 
other nervous symptoms. It acts injuriously on the forces of 
manhood. ‘The heart suffers much from its use; it first causes 
quickening of the beat, then a slowing, and lastly, irregularity. 
I have seen some very troublesome cases of tachycardia set up 
by Tobacco. In this complaint, the heart beats very fast and 
painfully, and the patient fears every minute that he will die. 
Lastly, the lower lip, where the pipe rests, is a frequent place 
where cancer forms, the irritation of the pipe setting it up. 
Tobacco also affects the sight and causes blindness. Its effect 
on the smell, hearing, and taste are also bad. 
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2nd. It is expensive. The money spent on Tobacco could 
be better spent on books, bicycles, education, excursions, or put 
by for accident, sickness, or old age. We spend in this country 
from forty to fifty millions a year on that which ends in smoke. 

8rd. Smoking is, directly and indirectly, the cause of 
many fires. The match used to hght up is often thrown 
carelessly aside, and we have it on the authority of the 
Insurance companies that a great number of fires are caused by 
lighted matches being thrown among straw, etc., and in a less 
degree by the light stumps of Cigars or Cigarettes starting off 
fires. 

4th. Smoking wastes time. Time that might be profitably 
spent for the individual advancement, and for the nation’s good, 
is spent on drawing air through a roll of Tobacco or through 
some stuffed in a wooden or earthenware pipe. 

5th. It isa dirty habit, none will deny: the blackened — 
pipe, the half-burnt matches and ashes do not gladden the heart 
of a cleanly inclined housewife. The spittoons, or the saliva 
bedecked floors are not pleasant things to contemplate. The 
curtains, furniture, clothes and things belonging to a smoker 
are anything but pleasant to a cleanly person, or one with 
healthy nerves. 

Lastly, smoking is unfair, The smoker pollutes the air 
common to all with his strong-smelling smoke. If you take a 
walk abroad with the object of getting some fresh air, you often 
have to take it perfumed with strong-smelling shag or Limerick 
twist. No matter whether you are on a ’bus, a steamboat, or 
other public conveyance, you have to inhale this vile vapour 
coming from burning Tobacco. Iam also sorry to say it, but 
smokers are often a most selfish lot, and will smoke in railway 
Waiting-rooms and Compartments where they have no right to 
do so. - If you object to them they are often most abusive, and 
if you are a lady you get terribly insulted by coarse remarks and 
jests. 

Consider the subject how we will, we cannot help coming 
to the conclusion that men should not smoke.

Opium smoking is spread all 
over China, and those who use it, number from fifteen to twenty 
millions, among whom are many women, and not a few 
children. And for this state of things England is deeply 
responsible. 
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We are responsible, not only for supplying the Chinese 
with an enormous quantity of poison from India, but also for 
setting a-going its widespread cultivationin China. The taste 
having been created by us, they themselves began to grow the 
Article. The Opium war gave an impulse to the cultivation, and 
since the legalisation of the traffic, the Poppy, like a noxious 
weed has been running over the whole land.*
